Tho proceeds of the recent Alumnae 
Entertainment will provide a con- 
tribution towards the maintenance of 
this Scholarship. 

In the McGill Centennial Endow- 
ment Campaign great emphasis was 
laid, in the booklet, "Women and Mc- 
Olll," upon the need for scholarships 
and especially for post-graduate 
scholarships. The statement ran as 
follows: 

"Scattered In their homes or ait their 
work from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
the women students of McGill can 
strengthen the bonds that unite Can- 
ada. The Alumnoe are called upon 
to play their part In that, effort to- 
ward International understanding In 
which so much may be achieved hy 
the approach to each other of univer- 
sities of various nations. 

The hospitality of American uni- 
versities enables many McGIH women 
to pursue post-graduate etudy and 
they are brought Into touch with the 
best thought and tradition of the 
United States. A succession of Mc- 
Gill women have enjoyed the oppor- 
tunity of residence and study in 
Franco hy xavxub of appointments 
held in Lycee and Ecole Normale. 
They ihave brought back to Canada a 
better knowledge of the French 
methods of education and a greater 
understanding of the Intellectual 
Ideals of France and of what these 
contribute to the national life. 

Unfortunately it is almost unknown 
for a McGill woman to be able to pur- 
sue her studies In another British uni- 
versity. 

Thero Is a lack of scholarships of 
$500, to bring students into "-esldence 
from all over Canada, There Is ur- 
gent need for post-graduate scholar- 
ships or fellowships, some of the value 
of $1,500, comparable to the Rhodes' 
Scholarships, to meet the expenses of 
study overseas in Great Britain, 
Franco, or elsewhere, and to bring 
students, British or foreign, to the 
McGill Graduate School.

In the 
case of the Redpath Library we can have nothing but praise to be- 
stow. "Consideration" is apparently the watch-word of the Library 
staff. Whatever may be the case in other and wider fields of aca- 
demic efficiency it must undoubtedly be conceded that McGill has 
good reason to be proud of the organization of her Library.

Provides Wide Curriculum 
and Has Become Very 
Cosmopolitan.

The following article has 'been for- 
warded to tho "McGill Daily" by Mrs. 
Walter Vaughan, formerly Miss Susan 
E. Cameron, of the R.V.C. staff. It is 
from the Los Angeles Times, and pre- 
sents a comprehensive survey of the 
growth and progress of the University 
of California as compared with other 
large universities of the world. It 
also deals with the cosmopolitan in- 
fluence of. tho shore university, 
which is the largest in the world: 

The announcement by President 
Barrows of an enrollment of 37,480 
at the University of California empha- 
sises how complotely a very young 
university has outstripped, in num- 
bens at least, the University of Paris, 
generally regarded at the "mother of 
learning." 

After California, tho second uni- 
versity of the world is Columbia, with 
its 81,000 students. The University 
of Paris, which up to a few years ago 
had maintained for centuries an en- 
rollment amounting to fully twice 
that of any other educational institu- 
tion, now baa about ao.QOO students. 

Starting out as primarily a training 
place for dialecticians, the University 
of Paris rapidly became world-re- 
nowned and exercised a tremendous 
Influence on politics, religion and 
learning. For more than six centuries 
before the University of California 
was dreamed of it was a gathering 
place for the most ambitious men of 
Europe. For fully three centuries be- 
for the Old World, for all its learning, 
had ever heard of America K was the 
storm centre for many of the decisive 
movements ot history, 
vStartlng out merely as a State In- 
stitution, the University of California 
has today reached the point where it 
not only leads in number of students, 
but is, with tho possible exception of 
Columbia, the most cosmopolitan in- 
stitution -of learning on the face of 
the earth. To a degree which Europe 
knows but little, it is the point of 
Intellectual stimulus for thousands of 
men and women in the most distant 
lands. The ideas Implanted in tne 
minds of future leaders in the Orient 
who are .now attending California in 
hundreds is certain to have an influ- 
ence upon world affairs comparable 
with and probably greater than that 
of the. University . of Paris when it 
stood pre-eminent in the world. 

Almost equally important with the 
thoughts which such a university 
sends out to other lands are the Ideas 
which it brings to this country from 
the contact of so many American stu- 
dents with so many of the best men 
from abroad. 

. Compared with the almost bound- 
less curriculum of California or of 
any other large university of to-day, 
the courses of study in the early in- 
stitutions seem narrow indeed. Phil- 
osophy, as the handmaid of theology, 
formed the backbone of the studies, 
and yet the universities- were not re- 
mote ' from- life, ■ for ■ -theology and 
philosophical ^ questions were grimly 
important to all men then. In those 
days an error in logic, on some ques- 
tion which most of us to-day have 
never heard of and would be bored to 
death with' it if it were mentioned, 
might mean the ravaging of a whole 
country or the exile of hundreds of 
thousands of men. Logic as a pastime 
is not normally exciting, but when it 
becomes the arbiter of the lives and 
fortunes of entire races the question 
of the soundness or 'falsity of a pre- 
mise takes on keenness. 

Incidentally; the fact that all of 
the modern universities have not 
thrown off the shackles of their past 
is shown in-the refusal of the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge to confer ltif degrees 
on women, even after they had been 
given the franchise by- the most con- 
servative government of the modern 

In the growth of the University of 
California, as of most of the Ameri- 
can institutions, there has been an 
absence of that fluctuation In mem- 
bership and that acute element ot 
tragedy which formed so large a part 
of life in the carty institutions. 
Plague and pestilence and war re- 
peatedly depopulated the best univer- 
sities of medieval Europe. Men 
starved and resorted to all kinds of 
desperate devices to go on with their 
studies. Francois Villon, who will 
probaibly bo rated one of the im- 
mortals of France, put it down as the 
proudest fact In his sordid life of 
crime that he had been a student at 
"tho university." 

Alongside the hardships of tho 
early students the narratives of mod- 
ern poor boys at college seem pale 
Indeed. Similarly the rah-rah life at 
Its most boisterous stage in America 
is like wrist-slapping to the carousing 
days in the older seats.

Our man must be prepared tor the 
worst They must be able to stand 
punishment la (toe first two rounds, 
and come back strongly with' a 
knockout in the third, when their 
opponent has tired himself ont by 
his exertions in the first two rounds. 
This Is not fiction; It has been proved 
time and again. Anyone present 
during the City Championships last 
spring will remember how Dixon 
knocked out Lomas in the last twenty 
seconds of the third and last round 
after being severely punished In 
every minute but the last few seconds 
of the entire match. 



Any person who has read . of the 
old professional bouta will remem- 
ber how Corbett was knocked out by 
Jeffries In thé twenty-first round, 
after be bad been a decisive winner 
in every one of the twenty-one 
rounds. Thus endurance Is a big 
factor In the art of self-defence.

(By the President of the Oxford 
Union, in tbe London "Times".) 
Since the war the undergraduates 
of the great universities have been 
Invested with a publicity and an im- 
portance which they had not hitherto 
enjoyed. Youth having been the one 
thing that counted when there waa 
fighting to be doué, it is natural that 
It should not be altogether thrust 
aside with the coming of the peace. 
And consequently a curious spectacle 
can be witnessed to-day— the spec- 
tad* pt mature politicians eagerly 
canvassing for recruits at packed 
meetings of undergraduates, and the 
eyes of 'business men turned in an 
almost pathetic appeal to those men 
who, though they may bave no busi- 
ness aptitude, may be presumed lo 
possess the blessings of a trained 
mind. 

Tbe Oxford undergraduate to-day 
shows a full real! rat loo of this phe- 
nomenon. Politically he la far moro 
active than he has ever, been before. 
Before the war there was always a 
certain unreality about Oxford poli- 
tics. It is true that political clubs 
existed — the Liberal club, for in- 
stance, was a very flourishing insti- 
tution—and the Tory had hl» Canning 
And Chatham clubs and the Liberal 
his Russell and Palmerston, while a 
few Socialists expended their ener- 
gies In discussions of an academic 
Fabianism. But it would be ridicu- 
lous to compare these insUtutlons 
with the great new political clubs 
which exist to-day, and which num- 
ber lu some cases over 300 under- 
graduates. There are four of them 
— Conservative, Coalition, Liberal and 
Labor— each with Its own premises, 
its own political paper, and its own 
political programme. 

These clubs have assumed an im- 
portance in the eyes of the outside 
political world which may or may not 
be Justified, but which certainly tends 
to infuse an energy into their deli- 
berations. For instance, all the 
tour political parties have their own 
separate papers, each of which main- 
tains a considerable circulation. The 
Tories hare an admirably conducted 
Journal called the "Oxford Review," 
embellished on ita discreet grey cover 
With a plaque of Mr. Disraeli, pro- 
claiming Its principles to the world 
as "the maintenance of our institu- 
tions, the preservation of our Empire 
and the improvement of the condi- 
tion of the people." 

The Coalitionist* have adopted the 
"Lloyd George Liberal Magazine" and 
have turned it into a "Lloyd George 
Magazine" by tbe addition of-a few 
pages of Oxford notes at the end. 
The Liberals distill the pure milk of 
Liberalism, with good non-political 
literature in the "Oxford Outlook." 
And the Labor men have issued a 
paper called tbe "New Oxford," In 
which fists are shaken month by 
month at our placid institutions, and 
In which you may find an untiring 
defence, not of lost causes, but of 
Qiuses which are not yet won. 

Discussion, debate, the spoken word 
—by "all these methods are our wltu 
sharpened and, let us hope, our un- 
derstandings enriched. One could 
go to a dozen meetings a night In 
Oxford if ono wished, for apart from 
the orthodox political societies, whore 
night by night the principles and the 
prejudices of parties are appraised 
or condemned, we have clubs, such as 
the Anglo-American Club, where we 
discuss tbe intrloicies pf interna- 
tional finance, we have a new art 
society, and Innumerable new liter- 
ary and dramatic societies. Ail 
these carry on their activities side 
by side with tbe older institutions 
such as the Union, and all are 
crowded. 

The Union, indeed, the greatest of 
all 'these societies, his had a record 
term. With a membership of nearly 
1700 undergraduates, its debates have 
been Invariably crowded, and the 
standard of speaking can comparo 
favorably with that of any society in 
the world, not excluding (we hive the 
temerity to think) the House of Com- 
mons Itself. . • . 

When all is said and done, Oxford 
to-day shows a vigor, a rush of fresh 
life and virile thought, which argues 
well for the future. Those who dis- 
trust youth, who shake their headH 
gloomily at the self-ossertlveness of 
the modern young man, may bo 
alarmed, and may look upon our 
universities with the same distrust 
with which they regard anythlng'thct 
is passionate and alive. But Oxford 
is thinking and acting as she has 
never thought or" acted before. Her 
undergraduates, having become citi- 
zens of the world, are bracing them- 
selves for the struggles which they 
will soon have to face. We can but 
hopo that from their efforts there 
may yet come a great and a true In- 
spiration for (he England that Is to 
be.~World Wide.

Italy's School System j 

Boston, Massachusetts — "The In- 
quiry. 'How Is It apollod?* Is nevox 
heard In Italy," said Silvio Vitale, 
former acting consul for Italy in Bos- 
ton, In describing the schools of his 
native land to a reprvsontatlve of The 
Christian Science Monitor recently. 
"There are no spelling books and no 
apelllng lestsons," ho continued, "for 
the letters in Italian have but one 
sound, they are always^the same, and 
the words are spel t as they sound." 

Although a resident in the United 
States for U. years or more. Mr. Vi- 
tale had not become convinced that 
the freedom allowed in the schools ot 
the United States contained more 
merit than the close discipline of the 
Ttallan schools. As an example, he 
said that whereas a pupil in America 
Is permitted to bring excuses for the 
non-performance of home study, In 
Italy lessons must be done on time 
and correctly, with no excuses al- 
lowed. 

There Is only , one school system' 
throughout Italy, Mr. Vitale further 
explained. One central authority di- 
rects the whole, namely, the MlnUtor 
of Public Instructlpn. All teaching 
programmes, In all subjects, are com- 
pletely outlined by .the Minister and 
must be followed by the teachers. 

A child going from northern to 
southern Italy Is able to go right 
on with his studies as though no 
change of location had been made, 
since the work in any particular 
grade at any particular time is ex- 
actly the same throughout the coun- 
try. Practically all the Bobools and 
colleges of Italy, with the exception 
of locally - supported elemenlar) 
Bchoole, aro financed by the state as 
national institutions. Mr. Vltale':t 
father, who is a professor, reports 
that teachers' salaries heve recently 
been made quite satisfactory. 

Italy's syBtem of school administra 
j Hon stays the same, almost never 
(changing, though the programmes 
and methods of teaching change as 
progress demands.^ 

The elementary schools comprise 
the first six grades, with the subjects 
of arithmetic, history, geography 
physics, etc., and running from the 
fundamentals of reading and writing 
to the almost complex points of the 
syntax. Physics is taugtht very early 
In the grades and is made prominent 
In the programme for many years of 
the school course. There Is very little 
physical training in the public schools 
of Italy, owing to the fact that the 
five-hour school day, six days in the 
week, from October 16 to August IB, 
is given all to schooling, as Mr. Vitale 
puts it. The rest of the day, there 
being a two-hour intermission each 
day, the children usually take up by 
romping in the open air. Mr. Vitale 
feels that physical training is by no 
mesne a necessary part of the public 
school function. More extensive must 
cal training is, however, being con 
tempJated in Italy. 

Those pupils who do not Intend to 
go beyond the elementary school have 
a special two years' work at the con 
elusion of the first six years. After fin 
Ishing the elementary school, those 
pupils Who are going on have five 
paths open to them : they may choose 
the military or naval schools which 
lead In turn to either the Military 
Academy or the Naval Academy ; they

prefer the Teoh niche or commercial 
school which leads to the Instituto 
Technlco; or prefer the industrial 
school known as Industrial!, or the 
elementary graduates may have a do 
sire for the teaching profession and 
decide upon the preparatory normal 
school, -whloh leads to the normal 
school. — Christian Sclenco Monitor.

Mr. McKay Announces Meet- 
ing To Be Held Next 
Sunday Night.

Curroncy legislation has a way of 
upsetting and frightening the public; 
perhaps because so much of It in the 
part has been bad. But two perfectly 
good bills, recently passed in the 
English Parliament, need not have 
disturbed the British taxpayer, though 
in fact to a certain extent they did. 
The first wns a bill to continue the 
prohibition on the export of gold and 
silver — a measure which was neces- 
sary now because the original pro- 
hibition only held good until the con- 
clusion of peace. The second was 
bill to reduce the silver content of 
subsidiary silver coinage. This mea- 
sure was passed some months ago 
when prices of silver were soaring. 
At that time, in fact, the silver con- 
tent of a shilling was for a few days 
worth In bullion more than the face 
value of the coin. Since then silver 
prices have fallen practically to their 
pre-war gold value and the Mint on 
Tower Hill can coin subsidiary coin- 
age at a considerable profit. But 
tho act to reduce the silver content 
had been passed, and In the middle of 
December It was put Into effect by 
tho Issue of new coins to the public 
Cry of "Debasement.* 
This new coinage did not fall to 
produce the absurd but inevitable 
outcry against "debasement" To 
the naked eye the "debased" shilling 
Is perhaps Just distinguishable from 
tho old familiar coin, and It Is con 
eelvable that the public— or, more 
probably, a small section of thoso 
who are more Ignorant and suspicious 
than their neighbors — will acquire 
preference for shillings and sixpence* 
of a former reign rather than those 
which bear the Image and superscrtp 
tion of George V. There is, of course, 
no ground whatever for any such pre- 
ference. The facts are In outline as 
follows: 

Until December, 1020, the fineness 
of the metal Jn EngliBh silver coin* 
had been 925 in 1000 since the daya 
of Queen Elizabeth, when, on the ad- 
vice of Lord Burleigh, the first great 
Cecil, there was a'recoinage. From 
now onward some of the subsidiary 
silver coinage In England will be only 
500-1000 fine; In other words, some 
shilling» will contain only half as 
much silver as others. But there Is 
no reason whatever why these two 
coins, of different Intrinsic value bul 
of the same face value, should not 
circulate side by sldo; and no steps 
have been taken or are at present 
contemplated to withdraw tho exist- 
ing Issues and to substitute the new 
colnagd for them in their entirety. 
Both coins are token coins and nei- 
ther of them are "debased," any more 
than a treasury note would be "de- 
based" If It were redeemable In gold. 
Silver coins are only legal tender to 
the extent of 40s., and the prohibi- 
tion against dealing with coinage 
otherwise than as currency applies 
equally to Bllver as to gold. 

\o Distinction Financially. 
England has, In fact only chosen a 
new method of making a necessnry 
alteration in the contents of a token 
whose nominal value Is quite arbi- 
trary and need bear no particular 
relation to its intrinsic value. The 
method now adopted In England Is 
the one which has been favored in 
the past on the continent, as for ex 
ample in France, whore the silver 
content of the coinage was reduced 
from 900 to 835. Its effect, however, 
Is not financially distinguishable from 
that which was followed in England 
In 1R1(!. 

Before 1816 one Troy pound of 
standard Bllver (925 parts fine and 75 
alloy) was coined Into 62 shillings 
By the act 5 and 6 Goo. III. cap. 63 
(silver at that time being at a pre- 
mium) the same weight of metal was 
distributed between 66 shillings, no 
that instead of containing about 93 
grains of standard silver the new 
shillings contained about 6 per cent 
Iobp. Tho original fineness was left 
unaltered, as also happened at the 
time of the recolnage act of 1896. In 
1920. Instead of altering the weight 
of the coins the government chose to 
change the fineness of the metal. The 
purpose and tho result Is, however, 
in both cases the same.

'22 saw ) 
this notice. A similar notice was;

splcuouB position. 

(2) That the caretaker, while he I 
did not know the hour for game to 
take place, indicated to Med. '26 that 
there was a notice in the dressing 
room, which they examined. This 
notice was divided . In two vertical 
columns, one for games from 6.15 to 
6.15 p.m. and one for those from 6.15 
to 7.15 p.m. It is difficult to boo 
where the misunderstanding arose. 

(3) That objection (3) was Irre- 
levant 

(4) That as the hour had been 
clearly communicated and had never 
been altered on subsequent republi- 
cation, the last objetion is Invalid. 

It was accordingly decided that the 
game had been legally defaulted to 
Med.' '22, and that therefore no pro- 
test could be entertained under Rule 
21 which - reads in part: 

"No appeal shall be allowed in the 
case of protests arising out of: 
Matches defaulted, 
Men who were not eligible to com- 
pete, 

Failure to submit list of players, 
Matches forfeited by disorderly 
conduct" 

Correction. 
It was published In error that 
Medicine '22 had protested Tuesday's 
game. Tho actual proteBt was re- 
ceived from Medicine '23 claiming a 
game played against Medicine '26 to 
be in order. This protest was dis- 
allowed under Rule 21 quoted above. 
Caution. 

(1) — There has been an instance of 
a man being played who has not been 
medically examined this year. Tho 
Department of Physical Education 
report all such cases to the Athletic 
Association and to the Manager. In 
future any infraction will lead to the 
loss of the game. No appeal can be 
received, and subsequent examination 
will not alter the case. 

(2) — To avoid this, lists of players 
must be submitted to the Department 
of Physical Education the day before 
the game. An exact duplicate will 
be prepared and handed to the referee 
before the game. Regular line-up 
and spares will be shown. F — For- 
ward, D— Defence, G — Goal. Tho 
regular cards may be obtained from 
tho Department, of Physloal Educa- 
tion or at the Rink from the Care- 
taker, and irregular lists will not be 
accepted. Initials must be COR- 
RECT and not stand for PET names. 

Any further infractions of this rule 
will simply result in the game beln« 
awarded to the side not at fault, and 
this will not be republished. 

(3) — In the event of any trouble 
arising, should the Manager not bo 
present, he may be obtained by phon- 
ing Rockland 831 and inquiring for 
H. Wyatt Johnston when he can be 
located. 

(4) — Deliberate rough play will be 
severely penalized. Tripping will 
receive two minutes, while hacking, 
Jabbing? cross-checking will receive 
four minuteB. v Attempts to annoy 
the referee on the part of a team or 
supporters will result In loss of tho 
game to the side not offending. Such 
conduct Is simply bad sportsmanship 
and nothing else, and deserves po 
sympa thy.

The exams caused a great 
absence from practises, for which 
every man who Intends to compete 
feels sorry. On the other hand, the 
exams may have helped some of the 
men— who were busy Indulging In 
"burning the midnight oil"— to re-, 
duce weight At any rate, we hope 
that they all passed, so that they 
could get ready to attend the practises 
regularly, and at least admit that 
they were In good condition when the 
other man beat them.' 



Every possible thing is now being 
planned by which all the members of 
the Boxing Club will be encouraged 
to get sufficient and good training. 
Billy Armstrong, tbe well-known 
Canadian Olympic coach and MAA..V. 
boxing instructor, will referee the 
bouts In the eliminations. Several 
of the best Canadian amateurs and 
professionals will help the boxers 
work out There will be three boxing 
practises a week Instead of the usual 
two, and. added to this, there will 
also be three running practises, by 
which the boxers will Improve their 
wind. Then there is the training 
table ; all these go to prove that the 
boxers who bars hitherto been a 
minor set of athletes In McOUl are 
rapidly rising Into prominence. 



It is to be understood that there 
will be no smoking whatever during 
the elimination contests. The spec - 
tators of a boxing and wrestling 
match ought to know the strain there 
is when two men get up In front of 
a large audience, where they have to 
do their best, in order not to be 
criticised by the spectators who could 
not do better themselves. They 
ought to know that three three- 
minute rounds of action require wind 
and endurance, and that It is im- 
possible to do this when the partici- 
pants cannot breathe- properly. And' 
they certainly cannot breathe pro- 
perly when they inhale tobacco smoke.

Any person who has read. of the 
old professional bouts will remem- 
ber how Corbett was knocked out by 
Jeffries In thé twenty-first round, 
after he had been a decisive winner 
in every one of the twenty-one 
rounds. Thus endurnace is a big 
factor In the art of self-defence.

(By the President of the Oxford 
Union, In the London "Times".) 
Since the war the undergraduates 
of the great universities have been 
Invested with a publicity and an im- 
portance which they had not hitherto 
enjoyed. Youth having been the one 
thing that counted when there was 
fighting to be done, it is natural that 
It should not be altogether thrust 
aside with the coming of the peace. 
And consequently a curious spectacle 
can be witnessed to-day— the spec- 
tacle of mature politicians eagerly 
canvassing for recruits at packed 
meetings of undergraduates, and the 
eyes of business men turned in au 
almost pathetic appeal to those men 
who, though they may have no busi- 
ness aptitude, may be presumed to 
pou ess the blessings of a trained 
mind. 

The Oxford undergraduate to-day 
shows a full realisation of this phe 
nomenoa. Politically he is far more 
active than he baa ever been before, 
Before the war there waa always a 
certain unreality about Oxford poll 
tics. It is true that political clubs 
existed — the Liberal club, for in- 
stance, was a very flourishing insti- 
tution— and the Tory had hit Canning 
and Chatham clubs and the Liberal 
his Russell and Palmerston, while n 
few Socialists expended their ener- 
gies In discussions of an academic 
Fabianism. But it would be ridicu- 
lous to compare these institutions 
with the great new* political clubs 
which exist to-day, and which num- 
ber In some cases over 300 under- 
graduates. There are four of them 
— Conservative, Coalition, Liberal and 
Labor— each with its own premises, 
its own political paper, and its own 
political programme. 

These clubs have assumed an im- 
portance In the eyes of the outsldo 
political i world which may or may not 
be Justified, but which certainly tends 
to infusa an ensrgy into their deli- 
berations. For Instance, - all the 
four political parties have their own 
separate papers, each of which main- 
tains a considerable circulation. Tho 
Tories have an admirably conducted 
journal called the "Oxford Review," 
embellished on its discreet grey cover 
with a plaque of Mr. Disraeli, pro- 
claiming Its principles to the world 
as "the maintenance of our institu- 
tions, the preservation of our Empire 
and the Improvement of the condi- 
tion of the people." 

The Coalitionists have adopted tho 
"Lloyd George Liberal Magazine" and 
have turned It into a "Lloyd George 
Magazine" by the addition of -a few 
pages of Oxford notes at the end. 
Tbe Liberals distill tbe pure milk of 
Liberalism, with good non-political 
literature In the "Oxford Outlook." 
And the Labor men have issued n 
paper called the "New Oxford," In 
which fists are shaken month by 
month at our placid institutions, and 
In which you may find on untiring 
defence, not of lost causes, but of 
causes which are not yet won. 

Discission, debate, the spoken word 
—by all these methods are our wile 
sharpened and, let us hope, our un- 
derstandings enrlohed. One could 
go to a dozen meetings a night In 
Oxford If one wished, for apart from 
the orthodox political societies, where 
night by night the principles and the 
prejudices of parties are appraised 
or condemned, we have clubs, such as 
the Anglo-American Club, where we 
discuss the intricncles pf interna 
tional finance, we have a new art 
society, and innumerable new liter 
ary and dramatic societies. All 
these carry on their activities side 
by side with the older institutions, 
such as the Union, and all are 
crowded. 

The Union, indeed, the greatest of 
all these societies, his had a record 
term. With a membership of nearly 
1700 undergraduates, its debates have 
been invariably crowded, and the 
standard of speaking can com par o 
favorably with that of any society in 
the world, not excluding (we have the 
temerity to think) the House of Com- 
mons itself. . . . 

When all Is said and done, Oxford 
to-day shows a vigor, a rush of fresh 
life and virile thought, which argues 
well for the future. Those who dis- 
trust youth, who shake their heads 
gloomily at the self-assertlveness of 
the modern young man, may be 
alarmed, and may look upon our 
universities with the same distrust 
with which they regard anythlng'thnt 
Is passionate and alive. But Oxford 
Is thinking and acting as she has 
never thought or" acted before. Her 
undergraduates, having become citi- 
zens of the world, are bracing them- 
selves for the struggles which they 
will soon have to face. We can but 
hope that from ihelr efforts there 
may yet come a great and a true In- 
spiration for the England that Is to 
be.— World Wide.

Hoover himself has taken a hand In 
-alslng monsy In the colleges of the 
United States, and his appeal Is meet- 
ing with hearty response. Princeton 
Theological Seminary has yielded $4 
per capita; Connecticut College for 
Women $3.20 per capita -4 the Univer- 
sity of Illinois host raised a total of 
$18,700; Teachers' College, Columbia 
University $8,000. 

At McOUl the appeal has been made 
on behalf of the students of Poland. 
It is possible that the imminence of 
the mid-year exams, at the time when 
the campaign was launched prevented 
the matter from receiving full atten- 
tion.

Italy's School System j 

m» nm ii »♦♦♦♦♦♦♦ 

Boston, Massachusetts — "Tho in- 
quiry, 'How is It spoiled?' Is never 
beard in Italy," said Sll: ! o Vitale, 
former acting consul for Italy in Bos- 
ton, In describing the schools of his 
native land to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor recently. 
"There are no t-pelllng books and no 
spelling lessons," he continued, "for 
the letters in Italian have but one 
sound, they are always ^tbe same, and 
TO tbe words are spelt as they sound." 

Although a resident in tho United 
States for 15 years or more, Mr. Vi- 
tale had not become convinced that 
the freedom allowed In the schools ot 
the United States contained more 
merit than the close discipline of the 
Ttalian schools. As an example, he 
said that whereas a pupil in America 
Is permitted to bring excuses for the 
non-performanco of home study, In 
Italy lessons must be done on time 
and correctly, with no excuses al- 
lowed. 

There Is only. one school system' 
throughout Italy, Mr. Vitale further 
explained. One central authority di- 
rects the whole, namely, the Minister 
of Public instruction. All teaching 
programmes, In all subjects, are com- 
pletely outlined by .the Minister and 
must be followed by the teachers. 

A child going rrom northern to 
southern Italy Is able to go right 
on with his studies as though no 
change of location had been made, 
since the work In any particular 
grade at any particular time Is ex- 
actly the same throughout the coun- 
try. Practically all the sohools and 
colleges of Italy, with the exception 
of locally - supported elementary 
schools, are rinanced by the state as 
national Institutions. Mr. Vitale'H 
father, who Is a professor, reports 
that teachers' salaries heve recently 
been made quite satisfactory. 

Italy's system of school administra- 
tion stays the same, almost never 
changing, though tho programmes 
and methods of teaching change as 
progress demands.^ 

The elementary schools comprise 
the first six grades, with the subjects 
of arithmetic, history, geography, 
physics, etc., and running from the 
fundamentals of reading and writing 
to the almost complex points of the 
syntax. Physics is taught very early 
in the grades and Is made prominent 
In the programme for many years of 
tbe school course. There is very little 
physical training In tho public schools 
of Italy, owing to the fact that the 
five-hour school day, six days in the 
week, from October 16 to August 15, 
is given all to schooling, as Mr. Vitale 
puts it. The rest of the day, there 
being a two-hour intermission each 
day, the children usually take up by 
romping in the open air. Mr. Vitale 
feels that physical training is by no 
means a necessary part of the public 
school function. More extensive musi 
oal training is, however, being con 
tempiated in Italy. 

Those pupils who do not Intend to 
go beyond the elementary school have 
a special two years' work at the con 
elusion of the first six years. After fin- 
ishing the elementary school, those 
pupils who are going on have five 
paths open to them : they may choose 
the military or naval sohools which 
lead In turn to either the Military 
Academy or the Naval Academy ; they

Currency legislation has a way of 
upsetting and frightening the public; 
perhaps because so much ot It in tbe 
past has been bad. But two perfectly 
good bills, recently passed in the 
English Parliament, need not have 
disturbed the British taxpayer, though 
in fact to a certain extent they did. 
The first wns a bill to continue the 
prohibition on the export of gold and 
silver— a measure which was neces- 
sary now because the original pro- 
hibition only held good until the con- 
clusion of peace. The second was 
a bill to reduce the silver content of 
subsidiary sllvor coinage. Thla mea- 
sure was passed some months ago 
when prices of silver were soarlns. 
At that time, In fact, tbe silver con- 
tent of a shilling woe for a few days 
worth in bullion more than the face 
value of the coin. Since then silver 
prices have fallen practically to their 
pre-war gold value and the Mint on 
Tower Hill can coin subsidiary coin- 
age at a considerable profit. But 
the act to reduce the silver content 
had been passed, «nd In tbe middle of 
December It was put into effect by 
the issue of new coins to the public. 
Crjr of "Debasement." 

This new coinage did not fall to 
produce the absurd but inevitable 
outcry against "debasement" To 
the naked eye the "debased" shilling 
is perhaps Just distinguishable from 
tho old familiar coin, and It is con- 
ceivable that the public — or, more 
probably, a small section of those 
who are more Ignorant and suspicious 
than their neighbors — will acquire a 
preference for shillings and sixpences 
ot a former reign rather than those 
which bear the Image and superscrip- 
tion of George V. There Is, of course 
no ground whatever for any such pre- 
ference. The facts are in outline as 
follows: 

Until December, 1020, the fineness 
of the metal jn English silver coin.) 
had been 925 in 1000 Rince the days 
of Queen Elizabeth, when, on the ad- 
vice of Lord Burleigh, the first great 
Cecil, there was a'recôlnage. From 
now onward some of the subsidiary 
stiver coinage In England will be only 
500-1000 fine; In other words, some 
shillings' will contain only half as 
much silver as others. But there is 
no reason whatever why these two 
coins, of different intrinsic value but 
of the same face value, should not 
circulate side by side; and no steps 
have been taken or are at present 
contemplated to withdraw the exist- 
ing issues and to substitute tbe new 
coinage] for them in their entirety. 
Both coins are token coins and nei- 
ther of fhem are "debased," any more 
than a treasury note would be "de- 
based" If It were redeemable In gold. 
Sliver coins are only legal tender to 
the extent of 40s., and tho prohibi- 
tion against dealing with colnaço 
otherwise than as currency applies 
equally to silver as to gold. 

No Distinction Financially. 

England has. In fact, only chosen u 
new method of making a necessary 
alteration in the contents of a token 
whoso nominal value is quite arbi- 
trary and need bear no particular 
relation to its intrinsic value. The 
method now adopted In England Is 
the one which has been favored In 
the past on the continent, as for ex- 
ample In France, where the sliver 
content of the coinage was reduced 
from 900 to 835. Its effect, however, 
is not financially distinguishable from 
that, which was followed in England 
In 1816. 

Before 1816 one Troy pound of 
standard silver (925 parts fine and 75 
alloy! was coined Into 62 shillings 
By the act 5 and 6 Geo. III. «tp. 63 
(sliver at that time being at a pre- 
mium) the same weight of metal was 
distributed between 66 shillings, rd 
that Instead of containing about 93 
grains of standard silver the new 
shillings contained about 6 per cent 
lesr. Tho original finoness was left 
unaltered, as also happened at the 
time of the recolnage act of 1896. In 
1920, instead of altering the weight 
of the colnB the government chose to 
change the fineness of tbe metal. The 
purpose and the result is, however, 
In both cases the same.

A special notice 
w as posted three days before the ; 
game In the New Medical Building,' 
on both notice boards. Med. '22 saw 
this notice. A similar notice was ; 
posted in the dressing room at tho j 
Rink and was In an obviously con- 

plcuous position. 

(2) That the caretaker, while he 
did not know the hour for game to 
take place. Indicated to Med. '26 that 
there was a notice in the dressing 
room, which they examined. This 
notice was divided . In two vertical 
columns, one for games from 6.15 to 
6.15 p.m. and one for those from 6.16 
to 7.16 p.m. It is difficult to see 
where the misunderstanding arose. 

(3) That objection (3) waB irre- 
levant 

(4) That as the hour had been 
clearly communicated and bad never 
been altered on subsequent republi- 
cation, the last objetion Is invalid. 

It was accordingly decided that the 
game had been legally defaulted to 
Medi '22, and that therefore no pro- 
test could be entertained under Rule

conduct" 

Correction. 
It was published In error that 
Medicine '22 had protested Tuesday's 
game. Tho actual protest waB re- 
ceived from Medicine '23 claiming a 
game played against Medicine '25 to 
be in order. This protest was dis- 
allowed under Rule 21 quoted above. 
Caution. 

(1) — There has been an Instance of 
a man being played who hnB not been 
medically examined this year. The 
Department of Physical Education 
report all such cases to the Athletic 
Association and to the Manager. In 
future any infraction will lead to the 
loss ot tbe game. No appeal can be 
received, and subsequent examination 
will not alter the case. 

(2) — To avoid this, lists of players 
must be submitted to the Department 
of Physical Education the day before 
the game.

Tho 
regular cards may he obtained from 
tho Department of Physical Educa- 
tion or at the Rink from the Care- 
taker, and Irregular lists will not be 
accepted. Initials must be COR- 
RECT and not stand for PET names. 

Any further Infractions of this rulo 
will simply result in the game bein* 
awarded to the side not at fault, and 
this will not be republished. 

(3) — In the event of any trouble 
arising, should the Manager not bo 
present, he may be obtained by phon- 
ing Rockland 831 and Inquiring for 
H. Wyatt Johnston when he can be 
located. 

(4) — Deliberate rough play will be 
severely penalized. Tripping will 
receive two minutes, while hacking, 
Jabbing, cross-checking will receive 
four minutes. s Attempts to annoy 
the referee on the part of a team or 
supporters will result In loss of tho 
game to the side not offending. Such 
conduct is simply bad sportsmanship 
and nothing else, and deserves no 
sympa thy.
